GREAT CROWDS AT WYUKA CEMETERY

LINCOLN, May 1. —(Bpectal.}—Tha
wenlher wan threatening  bat  Decoralion
day wan generally obwerved, and the erowila
along the wtreet and the throngs at Wyuka
cometery attested the fact that the patriotic
eentiment of the peaple imd not in the leant
abated.  rublle husiness wns surpiaded. The
eolebration proper was in charge of a jJoint
pemmittes of Farragut and  Appomatiox
ports, ond the ‘Woman's Relle! eorps.
Wreaths of evergreens had been preparad
and the contributions of flowers wers gon-
eroun. All during the forencon ladies and
children were at Grand Army hall, eorner
Twelfth und N streets, to recelve them,

At 1330 p. m., the maln procession
marchud from. the corner of Twelfth and O
wtres s to Twenty-first, where all the school
ehildren were grouped, and from there cars
were taken for Wyuka cemetery, The prin-
eipal exerclses wera held at the Grand Army
of the Republic burial lot. This Included
depositing memaorials for unknown dead by
the Woman's Hellef corps, and Sons of
Vetorans, appropriate music and the Grand
Army of the Republic ritualistic service,
Decorations by committees closed the serv-
fees, Thaere was no memorial address, which
was an Innovation on old-time celebrations,
but It had been decided Ly the jolnt commit-
tee to dispense with such address, and the
reésult wias hot disappolnting. One of the
plearantesy featurés of the obrervance was
the appearance of the Sunday school children.
They formed along Q street, and on the ap-
poarance of the main body ofi the parade,
gave a flag salute, and sang patriotic songs.
Difterant schoole were arranged along differ-
ent blocks, and the showing they made was
quite attractive.  The Eillott school met in-
side the cemetery grounds, In open ranks,
nanr the little bridge. 1t was remarked by
all at the conelusion of the exerciwes that the
observances of the day had bwen as elabo-
rately carried out as at any other previous
oceasion,

CAPITOL OFFICES CLOSED.
